IN COLONIZATION WORK 


Comparison Between Mentality of 
Teuton and Englishman is Made 
by Professor Armstrong. 


London, Jan, 13.—At a conference 
of science masters of the public 
schools, Professor H, H. Armstrong 
deseribed the German excellence in 
research as all moonshine. The Teu- 
ton could only make one pot boil at a 
time. 

“It takes ten Germans to do the 
work of two Englishmen, A well- 
educated Englishman is not cut out 


able of taking command of a situay 
tion.” 

The papers generally do not print 
the report, whereas if Professor Arm- 
strong had reversed the positions it 
would probably have . been = “scare 
headed,” as further evidence of  Bri- 
tish decadence. 

Curiously enough, Professor 
of Munich, speaking at’ the 
Colonial Institute, admitted 
Teutonic weakness, namely, 
policy, and said that Germany 
started on the wrong conception 
colonial possibilities. 

“We wanted to build up a new Ger- 
many and create daughter states like 
Australia and Canada, We carried 
the idea to its better end. We pro- 
duced a huge native rising, causing 
the loss of much treasure and many 
lives. We ‘tried to assume the func- 
tions of ‘Providence, we tried to ex- 
terminaté’ the native race whom our 
lack of Wisdom had goaded into re- 
beHion. We succeeded in breaking up 
the native tribes, but we have not yet 
succeeded in creating a new Ger- 
many.”
